1. DR. DAVID G. HUBBARD. PSYCHIATRIST, ABERRANT BEHAVIOR 
CENTER IN DALLAS, IS INTERESTED IN DEBRIEFING THREE ARAB 
TERRORISTS NOW IN DUTCH CUSTODY, THE TWO PERPETRATORS OF 
THE BRITISH AIRWAYS HIJACKING AND THE ALGERIAN WHO PARTICI- 
PATED IN THE RECENT PRISON CHAPEL INCIDENT. HE HAS MADE 
PRELIMINARY SOUNDINGS IN THE HAGUE (WITH COLONEL GERRITSON 
OF THE NATIONAL POLICE) AND UNDERSTANDS THAT SUCH DEBRIEF- 
INGS ARE POSSIBLE IF HE HAS LETTER OF INTRODUCTION FROM 
EMBASSY. A.J. FONBERG IN MINISTRY OF JUSTICE IS UNDERSTOOD 
TO BE GON AUTHORIZING OFFICER FOR SUCH PROJECT. 

2. DR. HUBBARD IS AUTHOR OF BOOK ON SKYJACKING AND HAS 
DEVOTED CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION TO AND STUDY OF AERIAL 
PIRACY. HE IS KNOWLEDGEABLE ON THE PSYCHIATRIC ASPECTS OF 
THIS SUBJECT. HE WOULD BE WORKING PRIVATELY AND WOULD NOT 
BE UNDER USG CONTRACT IN THIS PROJECT ALTHOUGH HE HAS 
WORKED FOR USG IN SEVERAL CAPACITIES PREVIOUSLY. HE WOULD 
BE ACCOMPANIED BY ARABIC-SPEAKING PSYCHIATRIST AND PSYCHOLO 
GISTS WHO COULD ASSIST IN INTERVIEWING AND WHO MAY BE NON- 
AMERICANS.
